The original object of the publication of this “ Statistical Abstract’? was to furnish each month, 
ina handy and compact form, the latest Official Statistics in connection with those special subjects in 


gard to which Politicians, the Press, and the Public usually require early and reliable information. 


It will be observed that the size has been reduced in the present issue, a change necessitated both 
by the shortage in paper supplies and by the need for general economy. Some of the tables appearing 


in previous issues have been omitted, whilst others have been curtailed. The question as to whether 


future issues will be produced quarterly or monthly is also under consideration.

XIII.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 
No. 36.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for July, 1917. 


Tho chief interest in the rainfall for July, 1917, contres around the oxceptional rogistrations effectod 
in the South-West quarter of tho State. In tho majority of instances the totals represented record 
values for the month in quostion, but the Julys of 1878, 1885, 1896, 1905, L9LO, and 1915 were also 
marked by excessive rainfall, and at many stations tho record still remains with ono or other of theso 
years. Tho area over which the largo excesses were registered on tho present occasion oxtends from 
Northampton to Bunbury, and inland as far as Murgoo and Southern Cross. Over this expanse of 
country the rogistrations approached double the ordinary amount. Amongst the most outstanding 
gaugings wore Jarrahdale, 20-11 inches (11-82 above normal); Perth, 11-29 inches (4°82 above) ; 
and Toodyay, 10-12inches (5:97 above). At other stations the excesses ranged, with minor exceptions, 
from one to six inchcs. Tho number of wet days averaged from 20 to 25, while the only fine spells 
of any length lasted between the 9th and llth, and from the 28th to tho end of the month. 

Over the greater part of the Goldfields deficiencies were met with, but portions of the Southern 
Murchison and Kastern Coolgardio Fields participated to a small extent m the excesses recorded in the 
South-West Division.
